No Relief in Acute Shortage 
Of Men’s Clothing Here 


Upland, like every other city and 
village inthe nation, has an acute 
shortage of mens’ clothing, with 
no relief in sight perhaps until af- 
ter the first of the year. 

That was the concensus of opin- 
ion of two merchants who sell 
men’s clothes in the city. Both, 
O. E. Atwood and James Merchant, 
agreed that the situation was 
worse today than it had been dur- 
ing the war and blamed govern- 
ment regulations in the main for 
the shortage. 

“The OPA has done a fine job in 
many respects but right now 
they’re responsible for the acute 
shortage in men’s clothing,” Mr. 
Atwood declared. “They are re- 
fusing to raise their price ceilings 
in spite of the fact that manu- 
facturers have to function on war 
time wages. Na one is going to 
‘produce clothes on that kind of a 
basis,” 

Mr. Atwood went on to elabor- 
ate that the fabric people have 


also stored much of their material 
in the hope that the government 
will soon allow higher prices and 
that corporation taxes will be re- 
duced. 

‘Tt's not a very nice thing, I 
know,” Mr. Atwood said, ‘‘but peo- 
ple do that very thing in all sorts 
ef businesses and as long as you 
have human nature things like 
that will go on.” 

Mr, Merchant, who takes orders 
for suits, said that ne had been in- 
formed by his manufacturer that 
everything was in a state of re- 
conversion, and there were very 
little patterns available for mak- 
ing suits. They blamed both gov- 
ernment regulations and the short- 
age of labor for their inability to 
meet the demands for clothes. 

“They are offering me no en- 
couragement at all but are hoping 
that things will loosen up by the

| ophy of life, Dr. Yu-Shan Han told 


members of the Upland Woman's 
club Tuesday afternoon when he 
addressed them on “China-—In the 
War and In the Peace.” One of 
the most effective is “If you are 
right, you will never be alone.” 
jeneralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek 
gave them ‘Bear what we must.” 
These are the key words which 
stiffened the backbone of the Chi- 
nese nation, and these ideals made 
it possible to refuse the offer of 
peace from Japan through the Ger- 
man ambassador, Dr. Han said, al- 
though the terms were tempting. 
China feels rewarded for her 
patience thorugh the trying times 
when she was alone because of the 
repeal of the exclusion act, repeal 
of extra territoriality rights of 


foreigners, and the promise that! 


Manchuria will be returned to her. 

Born and reared in old Peking, 
Dr. Han was formerly professor of 
histcry and government at St. 
John’s University in Shanghai. He 
came to the United States in 1941. 

Dr. Han told of the eight years 
and two months of war and all 
the sufferings of the Chinese peo- 
ple, and of their great patience. 
Sixty million people were uprooted 
from their homes. Of the many 
institutions of learning which 
have been destroyed by the Japa- 
nese, 132 universities and colleges 
have been rebuilt during the war 
pericd. The 47 ‘technical schools 
are patterned after the California 
Institute of Technology and Pur- 
due University. 

In speaking about the people, 
he said that while the farmers of 
China are illiterate for the most 
part, they are intelligent. Dr. Han 
had lived among them in his 
studies. and the Chinese proverb, 
“Do what we ought” gives a view 
of one of their principles of. life. 

Dr. Han gave interesting side- 
lights on the World Security Con- 


ference in San Francisco, which he
